Concert Orchestra, under the leader¬ 
ship of Don Forsland, will present a 
concert of the modern and classical 
music. The program will be a varied 
one, with vocal solos, vocal duetts, 
violin solos, and instrumental trios, 
with the rgnge of orchestrations, in¬ 
cluding the classicals, “The Princess 
of. India” and “In a Persian Market” 


The subject being, "European Im¬ 
pressions,” illustrated by lantern 
slides. 

Mr. Cameron was one of six Can¬ 
adians chosen from various parts of 
Canada as participants in a travel 
scholarship sponsored by the Carne¬ 
gie Institute. These six men travelled 
24,000 miles by ’ train, sea aridair 
through the British Isles, France 
Germany, Denmark, Sweden and Nor¬ 
way and. attended for a time an inter¬ 
national folk school in Denmark, 
which included in its pupils, students 
from various nations as far afield as 
Siam and India. 

Dealing briefly with the British, 
Isles in which Mr. Cameron said the 
prosperity curb is about a year ahead 
of here, there is not the uncertainty 
or the fear of losing their homes as 
prevails in this country. 

Agriculture is being recognized. A 
mammoth milk pool is in operation 
and the hog industry is being model¬ 
ed after that of Denmark. Prices for 
livestock are far in advance of this 
country, .eggs being worth 75 cents a 
dozen, sows $25. each and cows $125. 
In the cotton, coal, shipbuilding and 
steel industries the revival is not so 
marked. 

Leaving England by a airliner of 
the Imperial Airways for Paris, Ber¬ 
lin., the rout being through a large 
part of France and Belgium into Ger¬ 
many, then through the towns of Es¬ 
sen and Du.-seldorf to Berlin, one of 
the most beautiful cities of Europe. 

What impresses the traveller in 
Germany is a spirit of uneasiness and 
the military activity, on every side 
lhe:e are troops marching and dril¬ 
ling. Some of the German officers 
make no secret of the fact that they 
hat e a-million men under arms. 

The Nazis uniform and emblem is' 
everywhere. At Essen, the site of the 
Krupp factory, great activity prevails 
but whether manufacturing the im¬ 
plements of peace -or war, one cannot 
tell. 

Denmark was the next country 
visited. This is a small country of an 
area of 16,500 square miles, but teem¬ 
ing with activity of construction'/Out 
of a population of 3 millions there are 
only 70,000. unemployed. 

Practically all the agricultural land 
is low- lying. Copenhagen, the capitol 
is the most English in Europe, and 
an English-speaking person'going 
there feels right at home, as the ma-

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SOUTH MUST CARRY ITSELF 


(From the Lethbridge Herald) 

Southern Alberta must awake to the fact that its re¬ 
putation: is suffering in the northern half of the province 
through the recurring appeal! for feed and seed relief oh 
our farms—appeals which cost the province a Jot of mon¬ 
ey. This winter, owing to shortage of livestock feed sup¬ 
plies in various districts, the Herald is t«td that it will 
cost the two governments and the railway .companies 
$500,000 to keep farms 'operating in those areas where 
the feed shortage was acute last fall, following a dry 
summer. 

The south will have to do better than this. The south 
will have to raise its own feed, hereafter, or we are very 
much afraid that bur reputation as an agricultural dis¬ 
trict will suffer irreparable damage. 

Why ask the people in the north, should we have to 
help feed livestock in the southern part of Alberta when 
more than 20,000,000 bushels of wheat were produced on 
the Lethbridge railway division in 1933? That’s a fair 
question. The Herald supplies the answer: there should 
not have been required the appeal for feed relief which 
went out last fall and early winter. Last year’s dry spell 
during the middle of the, growing season was not at all 
in the nature - .of a disaster. There has not been a year 
since 1923 when sufficient feed could not have been pro¬ 
duced on our southern farms. There were several of the 
years in that period when ’two or three year’s supply of 
feed could have been provided in reserve.

THIS YEAR’S SEEDiNG 


It is to be hoped that information will be forth coming 
at once on the question of how Canada’s share in the 
world wheat agreement is to be put into effect. There is 
no disposition to dispute the need of an export quota, 
with the overwhelming existing would surplus. The only 
problem for consideration is fhe way in which this quota 
may be applied with least disorganization of farm opera¬ 
tions. There is a huge investment in machinery and in 
many parts of the west, the farm lands are primarily 
adap.ted for wheat growing. Other areas could adopt 
mixed farming with less difficulty. 

Judging from the farm meetings which have been held 
in this and other districts, an arbitrary reduction in 
acreage is not favored. Pests, drought, frost, hail, might 
reduce the yield of the normal acreage below the allotted 
quota. On the other hand, wheat is not a perishable crop, 
and may be safely stored from year to year. It is also 
always of value as feed for livestock, and at existing 
prices brings better profit when sold by way of livestock. 

Taking these features into consideration, there is a 
strong feeling in favor of allowing the individual farmer 
freedom of action in his sowing.- The check would be 
made on sales, leaving him to use any surplus as he saw 
fit, outside of elevator delivery. *■ 

In checking deliveries, it #ould seem wise to use deliv¬ 
eries for export on quality. The maintenance of quality 
on the world market is Canada’s strength, and the many 
types of poor grain which are used, reduce that standard. 
Any development in Europe, from war to lowering of 
tariffs, would react favorably for Canada’s market, and 
her position as grower of the world’s best wheat should 
be jealously guarded. 

Another feature of the application of the quota which 
no doubt has seceived consideration is in the allotment. 
It would seem only right that the first quarter section, 
or the homestead, should be allowed the heaviest quota. 

The second quarter a smaller quota and son. The man 
with eight quarters in wheat should take a greater cut 
than the man who depends for his liveliehood on a quar¬ 
ter section. But above all every farmer must know his 
allowance before seed time.

The Stevens committee investigat¬ 
ing conditions pertaining to Canada 
Packers of Toronto, ran on some in¬ 
teresting disclosures. J. S. McLean, 
president of Canada Packers appeared 
before the committee to refute cer¬ 
tain evidence of low wages. Investi¬ 
gators found that the “stand by ” 
system was in vogue in the Toronto 
plant. That is, the workers had to 
check in, but had to wait long hours 
for work and were paid only on ac¬ 
tual work, not time. One woman with 
3 children working 50 hours a week 
drew 11.80 for a week for a 6 months 
period. Other workers had to be 
maintained on city relief. 

Conditions in Canada Packers 
j plants would be investigated further, 

w & j Mr. Stevens said. “We are handicap- 

ped at present because Mr. McLean 
does not seem to know about his own 
plants,” 

Toronto Demands

B. C. Makes Charges 

In the legislature, E. D. Barrow, 
(Lib. Chilliwack), former British 
Columbia minister of agriculture, 
charged packers in Calgary, Edmon¬ 
ton, Winnipeg and Toronto fixed 
farip prices to suit the export mar¬ 
ket 

Denial that there was any -“price- 
fixing” by packers was made by John 
Bums, president of the P. Bums and 
company here, commenting on state¬ 
ment made in the British Columbia 
legislature Monday. 

“We are certainly not fixing any 
farm prices, said Mr. Burns, “and I 
have never heard of any packers that 
were. As far as England setting the 
price is concerned, the price natural¬ 
ly depends upon the exportable sur¬ 
plus and is based on the current mar¬ 
ket value in England.”
